To the greater body of his unselfish and dis- 
interested supporters Mr. W. S. Cutshall's 
opening statement in his campaign for the 
mayoralty must be a disappointment.

CHEMICALS SHORTAGE 
SHOWS WHAT WAR IS 
DOING 
TO 
INDUSTRY 


L. HARPER LEECH. 


The American Export Council's pro- 
hibition of the export of a long list 
of prude chemicals indicates 
more 
clearly than anything else the war's 
tremendous strain on the Industrial 
structure of the world. 


The mere list gives a blrd'seye view 
of the chemical base of industry. 


The most important fact is the short- 
age of sulphuric acid—master sub- 
stance of industrial chemistry. 
Hardly 
anything man eats, wears or uses for 
tool or transport Is produced without 
its direct or Indirect use. 
But war 
demands it quite as much. In the man- 
ufacture of weapons and munitions It 
is devoured by the millions of tons. 
Eight million tons will be required in 
America the coming year. 


Plants must be built to make three 
million more tons. 
Hence none may 
be exported. 


Here are a few of the chemicals the 
export of which Is now forbidden, with 
their principal war and peace uses: 


Caustic soda—manufacture of soap 
and glycerine—glycerine used for ex- 
plosives. 


Acetone—made from alcohol or dis- 
tillation of hardwoods—used as a dis- 
solving fiuid In manufacture of ex- 
plosives. 


Ammonium salts and nitrates—used 
as fertilizers arid as base for many 
other chemicals—by-products 
of gas 
manufacture 
and 
by-product, coke 
ovens. 


Anhydrous 
ammonia — absolutely 
necessary for operating all ice making 
machinery and refrigerating plants— 
very scarce now. 
i 


Arsenate of lead and arsenate of 
soda—used to kill insects on crops. All 
arsenic products are very scarce. 


Castor oil—used to lubricate air- 
plane machinery—made from castor 
beans cultivated principally 
In 
east 
Asia, but now being grown In United 
States in Increasing quantities. 


Phenol-carbolic acid—almost as im- 
portant 
as 
sulphuric acid—^base of 
dyes and all the picric aoid explosives 
—made from distillation Of coal in 
by-product coke ovens 
and 
special 
plants. 
' Cyanide of potassium and cyanide of 
^ium—used 
in 
extracting 
metal» 


ily demanded by war as the base of 
shell fuses, cartridge 
caps 
and 
all 
kinds of firing primers. 


Sodium nitrate and nitric acid—en- 
ters into most chemical manufactur- 
ing operations—nitric acid is required 
for nearly all explosives.

Be- 
cause they were miserable cowards; 
because they w^ere convinced by ma- 
chine-made telegrams and letters, paid 
for with German money, that it would 
be politically profitable to them to be- 
tray their country; because, in a word, 
they were afraid of a German vote 
which does not exist. 


Bribery with 
money is no worse 
than bribery with promises of favor, 
and every man In the house who un- 
dertook to howl down Mr, Heflin 
knows it. There are senators and rep- 
resentatives in Washington whose zeal 
for Germany has not been surpassed 
even in the reichstag. They were not 
bought with money, for It was cheaper 
to possess them In other ways. 
They 
surrendered cravenly to a propaganda 
of postage stamps and telegraph tolls 
at a cost to Germany perhaps of $3.75 
on the average.

"Then I can't see why the 
people 
have been quarreling so much among 
themselves," said Jimmy. 


"Practically all the trouble in Rus- 
sia, since the revolution last March, 
has been over the question of the form 
of government that should be adopt- 
ed,' explained Uncle Harry. 


^"But I thought Russia had a gov- 
ernment—the provisional government, 
I think they call it," said Helen. 


"There is a pro-visional government, 
but that is only a temporary form of 
government, and what the Russians 


ment. 
The 
Bolsheviks 
take 
their 
name 'from a Russian political leader 
whom they have been following for 
years, and their principal demand is 
that a new provisional government, 
o rcabinet, be formed, immediately, to 
be composed entirely 
of 
socialists, 
and to manage the affairs of Russia 
until the assembly meets In January. 
Other groups think that the cabinet 
of the provisional government should 
include representatives of every politi- 
cal party. 


"But I think it will be easier to un- 
derstand the whole question," Uncle 
Harry continued, "if you just keep in 
mind these two principal facts: the 
Russians who are 
taking 
an active 
part In public affairs right now are di- 
vided Into two groups—first, those who 
want to make the government entire- 
ly representative of the workmen., sol- 
diers and peasants of the country; and 
second, those who think that other 
classes or divisions of the populations, 
should also have representatives 
in 
the government along with the sol- 
diers, workmen and peasants. 


"But after all we must remember 
that 
this 
is 
really 
a 
temporary 
problem, because the final settlement 
will be made by the delegates repre- 
senting all the Russian people at the 
constituent assembly."

Briton Finds His American 
Brother Among the Troops 
Marching Through Lon- 
don— Didn't Know He 
Was in the Expedition But 
Says Strange Hunch Made 
Him Search and Per- 
severe. 


(Staff Special.) 


Mobile, Ala., Oct. 15.—Four thou- 
sand United States 
troops marched 
through Trafalgar square and 400,000 
Londoners 
packed and 
jammed the 
streets from building wall to building 
wall to give them greeting. 


In an 
Alabama company 
of en- 
gineers, somewhere in the marching 
line, was Percy England, youngest son 
of G. K. England, of Mobile. 


In the hundreds of thousands that 
packed the streets, somewhere, 
was 
Fred England, of Mobile. 


And they had never met. 
Their 
roads of destiny 
intersected for the 
first time at this half-way station on 
the Journey to war. 


Fred England, sanitary engineer of 
the city of Leyton, England, left with 
an uncle 
for education 
when 
the 
Englan^ family moved to America be- 
fore Percy's birth, read in a morning 
London paper that Amerioan 
troops 
would march 
through the 
British 
metropolis that day. 


He was not certain his brother was 
in the army, he had no reason to be- 
lieve he had crossed the sea and there 
was no 
ground 
whatever 
for 
his 
strange "hunch" that Percy was in the 
regiments marching that day through 
the streets of London. 


Nevertheless, 
the 
elder 
brother 
writes in a letter just received by the 
father in this city, a strange impulse 
led him to make every effort to look 
into the face of every passing Ameri- 
can. 


"Trafalgar square was 
simply so 
jammed I could 
not get 
near the 
American troops," wrote the British 
brother. 
"Then I remembered 
the 
paper said the troops were to rest in 
Green park after marching. 
I ran 
that way, by side streets to escape the 
crowds. 


"T walked up to the park 
gates. 
They 
were locked. 
'None but 
the 
American troops can go in, and they 
will 
enter 
by the 
Canada 
gate,' 
a 
policeman told me. 


"The Canada gate was way on the 
other side. 
But I did not feel like 
giving up. 
On my way 
there 
the 
American soldiers marched by. 
I got 
as close as I could and watched every 
face, but could not see any one I took 
for Percy. 


"At the Canada gate the policemen 
threw me out. 
Then I fell in with 
the last troops and tried it again. 
A 
policeman grabbed 
me once 
moi;,e. 
While a mlllta.ry officer distracted his

attention I slipped by. 
Other police 
saw me in civilian clothes and tried to 
throw me out, but the gates had been 
closed and the crowd

It was the last 
regiment I . came to. 
When I Inquired 
for Percy England someone sent me 
to E company. 
At E company they 
told me he had been transferred to A 
company. 


"I found that company. 
I saw a 
man sitting apart 
on the grass. 
I 
went up to him—and sure enough it 
was Percy. 
I recognized him from a 
photo mothed had sent me years ago."

compelled him 
to 
start out on the search for his brothei-, 
and 
to 
persevere 
through 
obstacle 
after obstacle, but he says he had pre- 
monition from the first that he would 
succeed.

stricken with apoplexy and for weeks 
he hovered between 
life and death. 
He never entirely recovered, although 
able to resume his duties in the free 
employment office until the change in 
the state administration, which result- 
ed in the appointment of republicans. 


Mr. Bauer was stricken last Satur- 
day. 
He -had spent several hours in 
the morning down town and when he 
returned home he complained to Mrs. 
Bauer of pains about the heart. 
He 
took to his bed, but his condition was 
not regarded as serious until shortly 
before his death. 
The attending phy- 
sician pronounced death as due to 
neuralgia of the heart. 


Mr. Bauer was well known about 
the city by reason of his activities in 
democratic circles. He was for a num- 
ber of years 
a 
member 
of the city 
council. 
He was first elected in 1901 
and again in 1909, serving the last 
time for four years. 
At the recent 
democratic pirmaries he was a candi- 
date for the nomination for council- 
man-at-Iarge, 
but 
because 
of 
his 
health he was unable to make much 
of a canvass and was defeated. 
He 
had been a democrat throughout his 
entire residence in Fort Wayne and al- 
ways took an 
active part In every 
campaign. 


Jhon J. Bauer was born July 9, 1856, in 
iTew York city, and was 61 years old. He 
came to Fort Wayne over twenty-seven 
years ago with J. J. Wood, and a large 
party of employes of a Brooklyn factory 
that had been purchased by the old Fort 
Wayne Electric works. 
He was for 
years a foreman in the arc lamp depart- 
ment, and was regarded as an expert in 
this particular work. 
As foreman he 
had many men under him and was held 
in high esteem by the officials of the 
company. 


As an assistant in the office of the free 
employment bureau he was efficient and 
accommodating. 
Few men were more 
generous and a worthy applicant for a 
job was never turned down if it was in 
Mr. Bauer's power to help him. 


In former years the deceased was prom- 
inent in a number of fraternal organiza- 
tions. 
He was a past exalted ruler of 
the Elks, a thirty-second degree Mason, 
Knights of Pythias, Red Men and a mem- 
ber of the National union. He also was a 
charter member of lodge No. 36 of the 
Ancient Order of the United Workers. 


The deceased was united in marriage 
to Miss Georgia Fordney, of Fort Wayne, 
in 1893, who survives together with five 
children, Raymond Bauer, bookkeeper for 
the Viberg Implement company; 
Miss 
Georgia Bauer, teacher in the Nebraska 
school; Tracy W. Bauer, well known ma- 
chinist in the employ of the Pennsylvania 
company, and two small daughters, Doris 
and Janet. Other surviving relatives in- 
clude two granddaughters, 3iisses Violet 
and Beulah Bauer, of 852 West DeWald 
street, and one brother, Henry Bauer, of 
New York.

Washington, Oct. 15,—^The admin- 
istration has appealed to America in a 
presidential 
proclamation

today to make the second liberty loan 
even a greater success than the first, 
which was over-subscribed more than

president's proclamation 
sets 
aside Wednesday, October 24, as Lib- 
erty Day and asks that patriotic cele- 
brations be held everywhere through- 
out the country in the interest of the 
loan. 
A half holiday is to be granted 
to all employes of the federal govern- 
ment in all parts of the country, ex- 
cept those whose services cannot be 
dispensed with, to participate In the 
celebrations. 
"Let the result be so im- 
pressive and so emphatic," the presi- 
dent urges, "that it will echo through- 
out the empire of our enemy as an 
inde.x of what America intends to do to 
bring this war to a victorious conclu- 
sion." 


The text of the president's procla- 
mation for the liberty loan Is as fol- 
lows: 


By the President of the United 
States of America, a Proclama- 
tion: 
The second liberty loan gives 
the people of the United States 
another opportunity.to lend their 
funds to their government to sus- 
tain their country at war. 
The 
might of the United States Is be- 
ing mobilized and organized 
to 
strike a mortal blow at autocracy 
in defense of outraged American 
rights and the cause of liberty, 
• Billions of dollars are required to 
arm, feed and clothe the ~ brave 
men who are going forth to flght 
our country's battles and to assist 
the natlohs with whom, we are 
making, common cause jagainst a 
mon tpe. 
To subscrtbe^to thf 


States of America, 
do 
appoint 
Wednesday, the 24th of October, 
as Liberty Day, and urge and ad- 
vise the people 
to assemble 
in 
their respective communities and 
pledge to one another and to the 
government that represents them 
the fullest measure of 
financial 
support. On the afternoon of that 
day I request that patriotic meet-. 
ings be held in every city, town 
and hamlet throughout the land, 
under the general direction of the 
secretary of the treasury and the 
Immediate direction of the liberty 
loan committees which have been 
organized by the federal reserve 
banks.

nobly to the call of the first lib- 
erty loan with an oversubscription 
of more than 50 per cent 
Let the
